The bell in G latfelter hall was 
rung one hundred and one times 
Just as Dr. Henry W. A. Hanson, 
president of the college, pronounced

morning. The ringing is symbolic of 
the completion of the first hundred 
years of college life and the open­ 
ing of the second century. 
Students a t the college awaited 
the signal from the rostrum and at 
the conclusion of the benediction the 
first gong resounded across the cam- j 
pus. The academic recessional pro- j 
ceeded slowly from the field to G lat- j 
fetter hall as the old college bell ; 
sounded its long toll of one hun- 1 
died and one rings.

Waste And Inefficiency 
Abound In U.S. Government, 
Henry P. Fletcher Asserts 


G ettysburg has a double claim to 
fam e. 
Here was fought the great 
battle which turned the tide in the 
struggle to save the union. Here on 
th is sacred spot a few m onths later 
was spoken 
the 
greatest 
speech 
ever m ade in the English language, 
or indeed in any other language 
since the Serm on on the Mount. 
T he two events, the great battle 
and the great Lincoln address, seem 
intertw ined in the minds of men. 
Here, really, the death knell of 
secession was sounded from 
the 
cannon s m outh. 
Here 
from 
the 
h eart of Lincoln came th e cry, not 
of trium ph, but of sublime faith in 
th e Union and in the people of this 
land, and of all lands, 
to 
govern 
themselves. 
Praises Lincoln 
I have been told by a friend of 
th e older generation, who heard Mr. 
Lincoln speak th at day, th a t when 
he cam e to the concluding passage 
wherein he proclaimed his dem o­ 
cratic faith it was not the preposi­ 
tions OF, BY and FOR which he ac­ 
cented. 
He said "th at Governm ent 
of the PEOPLE, by the 
PEOPLE, 
and for the PEOPLE shall not per­ 
ish from the earth." 
And so I say in th e American 
Epic. 
G ettysburg 
symbolizes 
the 
two fundam ental concepts 
of 
our 
national life. Union 
and 
Democ­ 
racy; in Mr. Lincoln's mind, Union 
for Democracy. 
On this day, ^set ap art by th e n a ­ 
tion as a day of remembrance, year 
after year, the people of Southern 
Pennsylvania 
and 
nearby 
states 
gather here to pay their tribute of 
gratitude to those men of our fa th ­ 
ers' generation 
who 
fought 
and 
w rought to save the union and our 
American dream. 
Tribute* Are National 
Today, 
throughout 
the 
length 
and breadth of the land, we com­ 
m em orate the 
heroes of 
all 
our 
wars from 
Independence 
to 
Ar­ 
gonne 
Like the Greeks of old, we 
bear floral offerings of sacrifice to 
their tombs. 
As these flowers are 
plucked in the bloom of springtime. 
so m any of our war heroes were cut 
down in their youth. 
For mostly 
the young 
are sacrificed in 
war 
They suffered and died 
th a t 
the 
U nited States of America m ight 
m ean som ething in and to the world 
From first to last our 
wars 
were 
fought to establish and extend, to 
preserve and defend the democratic 
ideal of government. We keep their 
memory green in our hearts. 
We 
come, as Lincoln bade us come, as 
to a shrine, to dedicate 
ourselves 
with increased devotion to the cause 
for which they gave their last full 
m easure of devotion. 
Now. as during the Civil W ar. the 
nation is passing through a great 
crisis. Now, as then, we are being 
tested. 
Not now, as then is there 
suffering and dying of th e wounds 
and deprivations of organized war. 
but rath er we have m ental suffering 
and physical deprivations of disor­ 
ganized peace. 
We are suffering 
the effects of bad m anagem ent in 
business and finance and from gov­ 
ernm ental 
incompetency 
and ex­ 
travagance. 
Our independence was gained, our 
governm ent created, our continental 
empire founded, and our union pre­ 
served only by hard labor, by sacri­ 
fice and by steadfast devotion to our 
ideals, and so, if our governm ent Is 
to function efficiently it will be 
brought about, not by specious and 
plausible nostrums, but by work and 
if necessary sacrifice, and by th a t I 
m ean sacrifice by the rich, well-to- 
do and poor alike. I am not one of 
those who believe th a t the average 
American is looking for a free ride. 
I do not believe th a t we are a n a ­ 
tion of hitch-hikers. I believe every 
self-respecting American is as ready 
now to do his bit in th e way of 
bearing the burdens of democracy, 
and th a t means paym ent of neces­ 
sary taxes, as he has been through­ 
out our history to fight for demo­ 
cratic ideals. 
But he will, or a t 
least should, insist th a t the taxes 
he pays be expended for the general 
welfare and not lavished on p ar­ 
ticular classes or groups. 
M any of 
us, I fear, have neglected our pri­ 
m ary duties as citizens and have al­ 
lowed the affairs of local, state and 
national governm ent to be extrava­ 
gantly conducted, and we are now 
suffering the consequences of our 
own neglect. 
As long as we could 
m ake money, we did not m uch m ind 
who m ade the laws and filled the 
offices. 
Taxes have m ounted si­ 
lently but steadily. They have come 
upon us like a thief in the night. In 
the seven fat years we did not mind 
them . We could pay them and still 
live, but now the lean years have 
come upon us and we find them u n ­ 
bearable. 
It has been estim ated 
th a t the national income of all our 
people in the most prosperous years 
am ounted to about seventy billion 
dollars and one-fifth of this income 
was taken by the tax collector. Now 
It is estim ated th at the national in ­ 
come has fallen by over forty per 
cent, and taxes are m ounting. 
At 
least twenty cents of every dollar 
earned on capital and labor now 
goes to defray the expense of local, 
state 
and 
national 
governm ent. 
Every man, woman and child has to 
pay over a hundred dollars a year to 
live in this free country, or else 
someone else has to pay it for them 


and try to get it back by increasing 
the cost of living for all of us. 
Tax BUI Is Fantastic 
To p u t it another way, this stag­ 
gering tax bill of about fourteen bil­ 
lions a year exceeded by two m il­ 
lions the gross value of all farm 
production in the United States in 
1929. 
Before 
our 
farm ers, 
our 
m anufacturers, our m erchants and 
our day laborers and clerks can earn 
one dollar for themselves, they m ust 
contribute 
directly 
or 
indirectly 
thirty-three mUllon dollars a day for 
tho support of local and state gov­ 
ernm ents and thirteen millions daily 
in addition to the federal govern­ 
ment. This is fantastic. 
We think 
th a t because many of us pay little 
or no tax directly th a t our town, 
township, county, state and national 
government is ffee. 
On the con­ 
trary, it is the most expensive gov­ 
ernm ent th a t has ever existed in the 
world. 
It now takes the equivalent 
of one day s work or a week from all 
of us in one form or another and 
we pay it perhaps without knowing 
it, but we pay it just the same. 
Waste and inefficiency abound in 
every departm ent of the government, 
executive and legislative, and every 
member of the government and of 
congress knows it, yet little or noth­ 
ing is done about it. 
The depart­ 
m ent heads, cabinet officers, strenu­ 
ously object to any im portant cur­ 
tailm ent of the activities and services 
of their departm ents and make dire 
predictions of what will happen if 
their appropriation is reduced. Su­ 
perfluous arm y posts and naval sta ­ 
tions and navy yards carmot be 
abandoned 
because 
senators 
and 
congressmen of the localities affect­ 
ed, under the lash of local business 
sentiment, band together and defeat 
these necessary economies. The di­ 
rect prim ary has made each senator 
and representative more or less a 
law unto himself and has practically 
done away with party cohesion and 
party discipline. Local interests and 
local pressure are more im portant to 
them politically than party policy 
and general welfare. This is easily 
understood. 
They are subject to 
constant pressure by political in ter­ 
ests and from associations and fed­ 
erations m aintaining active profes­ 
sional lobbies in W ashington. Their 
political life depends upon cm how 
they stand with their constituents, 
more particularly with the organized 
and vociferous section* of them. 
If 
a congressman ignoring pressure of 
this kind votes for what he consid­ 
ers the general good, he gets unfor­ 
tunately little local voting credit for 
it on the one hand, and on the other 
he suffers the active hostility of 
those in his district whose particular 
demands he has ignored rn the pub­ 
lic interest. Therefore we, the gen­ 
erality, who are not vigilant and not 
belligerent, can be safely ignored. 
Can Control Bureaucracy 
It m ight 
be 
criticized th a t I 
should use this occasion to speak 
of these things. I make no apology. 
Democracy is on trial. 
All these 
governmental agencies are ours. The 
bureaucracy th a t so m any inveigh 
agauist us as so firmly intrenched as 
to be beyond our reach, is not a 
Frankenstein. 
It can be controlled, 
but it will take congressional cour­ 
age of rare quality to do it. And by 
bureaucracy, I mean not only the 
government employes in the d epart­ 
m ents a t W ashington and in the cus­ 
toms, postal and other governm ent 
services throughout the country, but 
also the vast machinery for spend­ 
ing money a t home and abroad 
which has been set up under the 
guise of helping agriculture, ship­ 
ping, commerce, etc. 
Some benefit,. 
of course, accrues, but I m aintain 
it is out of all proportion to the 
money expended. 
Part time employment and salary 
reductions are im portant and car. 
be brought about, but they are 
really only palliatives. They do not 
go to the root of the m atter. In the 
exceptional circumstances now’ ex­ 
isting, with millions of our people 
out of work and in all probability 
an even worse situation confront­ 
ing us in the coming year, it is per­ 
haps the best we can hope for now; 
but government expenses have got 
to be cut down, and useless and 
overlapping services abolished. Nu­ 
merous efforts have been made from 
tim e to tim e to effect a reorganiza­ 
tion of government offices and serv­ 
ices, but there were so many politi­ 
cal interests involved, so m uch p a t­ 
ronage threatened, th a t each tim e 
the effort failed and I fear it will 
fail again if left to congress. 
The 
president, who is especially fam il­ 
iar with this situation, should be 
authorized to revamp the whole ex­ 
ecutive machinery. 
After all, it is 
his job. 
He is our chief executive. 
Let me cite you a few instances 
of how our expenses have Jumped 
up in five years. 
I will give you 
round figures, 
Take the dep art­ 
ment or agriculture 
In 1927 it cost 
156 millions; in 1932 the cost had 
risen to 333 millions, an increase of 
177 millions. 
Then add the farm 
board outlay of 155 millions, m ak­ 
ing the total increase on account 
of agriculture 332 millions. 
The 
post 
office 
deficit, 
deficit 
m ind 
you, jum ped from 27 millions in 
1927 to 195 millions in five years 
The treasury departm ent doubled 


its expenditures In th at time from 
150 millions to over 300 millions. 
The war departm ent increased its 
outlay by 123 millions and the navy 
departm ent by 60 millions 
The 
shipping board tripled its expen­ 
ditures 
and 
the 
departm ent 
of 
Justice more than doubled its de­ 
mands. 
The departm ent of com­ 
merce went from 30 millions to over 
54 millions. 
The 
soldiers’ 
bonus 
und went from lls millions to 200 
millions, and the veterans and pen­ 
sions outlay increased over 168 m il­ 
lions in addition. In short, the fed­ 
eral 
government's 
expenses 
in ­ 
creased in five years over a billion 
and a quarter dollars. 
Large National Deficit 
It is claimed th a t the comparison 
of governmental 
expenditures for 
the years 1927 and 1932 is unfair 
because, due to the unemployment 
situation last year there were ex­ 
traordinary appropriations for pub­ 
lic 
buildings, highways, etc., 
and 
that if the figures of 1933 are com­ 
pared with 1927 they will show an 
increase of only three quarters of a 
billion dollars in five years, No one 
yet knows what the 1933 budget of 
expenditures will show .' But even 
adm itting th a t they will be kept 
dowm to an increase of three quar­ 
ters of a billion over 1927, I say it 
is too much. Instead of an increase 
there should be a decrease by th at 
am ount at least. 
The United 
States government 
will 
close 
the present fiscal year 
with a deficit of over two and a half 
billion dollars. The so-called econo­ 
my bill when sent by the house to 


a feW weeks a«° was a 
joke. When a m anufacturers' sales 
tax was proposed, which would have 
helped greatly to balance the bud­ 
get and incidentally bring home to 
all of us a realization of what our 
government costs, it was mobbed 
and a hodge-podge of taxes of spe­ 
cial 
incidence 
which 
everybody 
knows will fall far short of our re­ 
quirements. w’as substituted. In the 
hope of soaking the rich, income 
f?,68/ 
0!? increased> and may be 
still further increased. 
Everyone, 
except the few ornam ental and ac­ 
cidental millionaires, will agree that 
those who have steadily or even 
suddenly profited by the rich and 
wonderful 
opportunities 
afforded 
n this country, should pay propor- 
Innately, but it is well known that 
for the last three years incomes 
' 
St€adily dwindling, and 
will dwindle still more if there is 
not at W ashington a clearer sense 
of the realities of our situation. 
While the rich should bear and do 
bear the greater proportion of our 
tax burden, they cannot bear it all 
and indeed, if we believe in democ­ 
racy, should not bear it all. 
Everybody Is Concerned 
Every thinking man. every m an of 
tWs country is Preoccupied 
with the serious unemployment sit­ 
uation. It is estim ated th at IO m il­ 
lions are out of work, and millions 
more are working only part of the 
time. G reat railroads are not earn- 
ng any dividends and have diffl- 


r * ty, i n. r 
erin* thelr fixed Charges. 
Car loadings are at the lowest point 
for years. 
Industry generally is 
stagnating 
Security prices are go­ 
ing down every’ day. 
The banks 
and insurance companies see their 
portfolios 
shrinking 
weekly 
in 
vested capital, which means the sav­ 
ings of us all, is bringing less and 
less return. 
Farm produce and all 
commodities 
are 
selling 
at 
zero 
prices. The only people not affect­ 
ed are those fortunate ones who are 
in public employment, those who 
draw their sustenance 
from 
the 
county, state or national payroll, 
m any of whom are performing use­ 
less and extravagant service* and 
whose dollars buy much more now 
than when their pay was fixed. 
There are too m any useless jobs 
too many luxury services, a too lav­ 
ish distribution 
of 
government 
money to special groups anc?A c ­ 
tions 
of 
our 
population. 
When 
times are out of joint, all sorts oi 
quack remedies are proposed. 
lf 
our industries, over-stim ulated 
by 
the war years when we were prac­ 
tically the only great country not 
occupied in wasting our substance 
are 
over-buiit and over-machined 
and over-m anned, if the land pro­ 
duces too much wheat and cotton 
the mines too m uch lead and cop­ 
per, if in other words the machines 
and the land are turning out more 
than 
our producing classes and 
woild dem and can consume, what 
is to be done with our excess m a­ 
chine-elim inated m an power? Shall 
the government attem pt to revive 
industry by „ artificially 
providing 
work and thus make m arkets for 
our farm and other products and 
avoid a social 
and 
political cata­ 
clysm? A solution along these lines 
entailing more strain on our gov­ 
ernm ent credit is now being serious­ 
ly discussed. 
Everyone knows th at 
borrowing is the easiest 
road 
to 
bankruptcy for nations as for in ­ 
dividuals, but it is argued that such 
loans or credit advances as may be 
necessary in this connection will be 
self-liquidating; th at they 
will 
be 
for productive 
enterprises 
like 
a 
tunnel under the East river in New 
York, improvements in living condi­ 
tions in our crowded tenem ent dis­ 
tricts, bridges, etc., which private 
capital after the disastrous expe- 
i lence of the past few years, is now 


afraid to undertake. Furtherm ore it 
is said th at in the present crisis 
there is no practical alternative; 
that it is the best way to avoid a 
winter of discontent and acute dis- 
j tress; th a t you cannot take men and 
their families away from the cities 
and factories and get them back on 
the land; th at the efforts of private 
charity, splendid as they have been, 
are no longer able to cope with the 
unemployment situation; th a t the 
states and cities are at the end of 
their resources; 
th a t 
government 
exists for the people and not the 
people for the government and that 
therefore the national government 
m ust provide a few extra billions in 
credit or cash in order to restart 
the industrial m achine and provide 
work, or there w’ill be no govern­ 
ment. 
Extrem e pessimists fear we 
m ust choose between salvaging the 
capitalistic system or communism. 
W hen the political leaders of both- 
parties, W’ith the approval if not in­ 
deed the inspiration of leading in ­ 
dustrialists, seem united in pushing 
to rapid adoption a plan of such far 
reaching assistance to industry and 
agriculture w ith provisions for un­ 
employment relief to be handled by 
the various states, it may seem ri­ 
diculous th at one who does not 
claim to be either an economist or 
politician should question the wis­ 
dom of this governm ental under­ 
writing of business, this further 
adm inistration of oxygen, this new 
transfusion of blood. 
Nevertheless, 
I do not hesitate to say th a t I do 
not believe in either the wisdom 
or the efficacy of these 
artificial 
stim ulants. We are creating a dan­ 
gerous precedent and this proposed 
indirect dole to industry and agri­ 
culture will leave us as badly off at 
the end of the year as we are now 
and no nearer a fundam ental solu­ 
tion of our difficulty. This, it seems 
to me, has been governmental ex­ 
travagance, 
over 
taxation, 
unre­ 
strained over-development 
of 
our 
industry, 
over-concentration 
of 
population in and about the indus­ 
trial centers and over-production of 
goods and commodities 
generally, 
If this serious step is going to be 
taken it should be accompanied, in 
my opinion, by a thorough, im par­ 
tial and comprehensive survey and 
study of our whole industrial sys­ 
tem. 
Let us find out w hat is the 
m atter and w*hy these extraordinary 
m easures are necessary, and then 
set about to correct it. 
In discussing this scheme all say 
th a t the budget m ust first be bal­ 
anced, but w’hen a senator from one 
of our great states characterizes 
balancing the budget as a "eupho­ 
nious aphorism " and when we have 
seen how difficult it has been to 
make any real progress in th a t dl- 
! rection one becomes skeptical. 
N at­ 
urally, everyone will agree th a t an 
adequate plan of relief should be 
carefully worked out if necessary to 
prevent suffering and starvation of 
our people, but in view of the ex­ 
perience of the past two years with 
the bonus and vast expenditures on 
public works, all designed to revive 
business and none succeeding. I be­ 
lieve that relief in whatever form 
it may be voted should be adm inis­ 
tered by or through responsible fed­ 
eral agencies held to a strict ac­ 
counting for every dollar. This will 
avoid competition an crowding at 
the public trough by states and es­ 
pecially by m unicipalities, many of 
which are now in financial difficul­ 
ties for reasons pretty generally 
known. 
It may or at least should 
elim inate political pressure and in­ 
fluence in allocation and above all 
in distribution of the relief funds. 
B ut I repeat all this is merely tre a t­ 
ing symptoms and does not solve 
or make any Drovision for the solu­ 
tion of the basic causes of our prse- 
ent plight. 
Congress In Trouble 
W hat has taken place in congress 
in the past few months, its want of 
discipline and lack of a sense of its 
great responsibility in this crisis, is 
seriously 
underm ining our 
dem o­ 
cratic faith. 
It has seemed to the 
average citizens th a t the obvious 
steps to take were first to cut down 
the swollen expenses of government, 
second to resist all new charges on 
tile treasury which were not neces­ 
sary in the nam e of hum anity and 
lastly to levy on a broad, democratic 
basis the taxes required to balance 
the 
budget. Unfortunately, 
it 
is 
now feared th a t congress will not 
really balance the budget, but will 
even add directly or indirectly still 
further to our debt and tax burden. 
I had thought to make some ref- | 
erence today to foreign affairs, rep­ 
arations, war debts, tariffs and im ­ 
port restrictions, dif.anna,ment, etc. 
They are all im portant subjects and 
all connected with business recov­ 
ery here and abroad, but just now 
they are secondary. 
Our first and 
most im portant duty is to put our 
own house in order. The faith and 
credit of the United States is at 
stake. 
If our budget is not balanced 
and our national credit safeguard­ 
ed, our international prestige and 
influence and power for good will 
vanish. 
Need Leaders 
On this field our 
fathers fought, | 
th a t under God this nation should 
have a new birth of freedom. They 
trium phed. 
It is for us. as Lincoln 
said, 'to prove their great sacrifice 
was not made in vain. We can 
prove it, not by dull acquiescence, 
with occasional outbursts of indig­ 
nation, but by a steady and active 
interest in public affairs, and con­ 
stant pressure of public opinion on 
W ashington. Our American life to­ 
day is more complex, our interests 
are more diffuse and intertwined 
than was ever dream t of by any po­ 
litical 
philosopher. W ith 
a 
vast 
empire, w ith every variety of cli­ 
mate, 
with 
alm ost 
every 
racial 
strain in our population, we have 
the hardest task th a t ever confront- 
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The following 
is 
the complete 
text 
of 
Dr. 
Frederick 
Herman 
Knubel’s baccalaureate sermon 
to 
the college graduating class Sunday 
morning: 
“In view of the occasions which 
have summoned us here the text 
chosen may seem to be a strange 
one, but I believe its pertinent ap­ 
plications will become clear to all. 
It is G alatians 1:15-16, "It pleased 
God. Who separated me from my 
m other’s womb and called mc by 
His grace, to reveal His Son in me, 
that I m ight preach Him among the 
heathen." 
"Among all mere men of w’hom I 
have heard or whose biographies I 
have read, no one 
I 
believe can 
nearly m atch Paul in his influence 
upon m ankind and upon the course 
of history. 
Every one here would 
be thinking and acting far differ­ 
ently if Paul had never lived. More 
is true. 
From 
a 
purely 
hum an 
point of view Jesus might have been 
little known had it not been for 
Paul, and C hristianity 
m ight 
not 
have had its deep, powerful appea‘1 
to hum anity. 
Indeed some of you 
know th a t there are those who as­ 
sert th a t there is a difference be­ 
tween the C hristianity of Jesus and 
the C hristianity of Paul, th a t Paul 
introduced much which Jesus had 
never intended. 
There 
m ight 
be 
some justification for their views 
were it not for two facts. 
First. 
Paul s resolute, m anifest slavery to 
Jesus. 
To Paul the intense glory 
and supreme divineness 
of 
Jesus 
was so overwhelming th a t he bow­ 
ed in the dust before Him. humbly 
glad to be His slave, and bewailed 
constantly the horror of his early 
antagonism to the cause of Christ. 
Because 
of 
th a t antagonism 
he 
counted himself as the chief sinners. 
He would not betray the one he 
loved a 
second tim e by misin­ 
terpreting His message. 
The sec­ 
ond fact is th a t Paul taught noth­ 
ing which cannot be clearly found 
in essence within the words and 
works of Jesus. 
The 
reason 
for 
Paul’s greatness is not th at his re­ 
ligious thoughts supposedly improv­ 
ed on those of Jesus. 
Power In History 
"I have had but one reason for 
this exaltation of Paul—to ask the 
secret of his trem endous power in 
history. 
It is found in our text. 
The fact th at he. a Jew. longing 
for his nation but increasingly hated 
by it, 
was spending his life in 
preaching C hrist to the Gentiles— 
this he looked upon as his destiny. 
It was the changeless conviction 
of Ids deepest soul th a t he could 
not do otherwise. 
He was separat­ 


ed a 
democracy. 
Representative 
government, paliam entary govern­ 
m ent it is called in Europe, has in 
many countries been challenged and 
successfully 
overthrown 
and sup­ 
planted by m ilitary or sem i-military 
dictatorships, 
or 
has degenerated 
into communism. Even 
in 
Eng­ 
land. the birthplace of free govern­ 
m ent in the modern world, stability 
and national welfare could be guar­ 
anteed only by a political truce and 
a coalition government. 
And so 
again. I say, if we are to emerge 
from this crisis with our credit, 
our good name, 
our 
international 
influence and our cherirhed insti­ 
tutions intact, we m ist make our 
representatives in congress realize 
th a t they hold in their hands not 
only the fate of our country, but 
the fate of the democratic system 
everywhere. 
If we meet the test, 
the present time of depression and 
gloom may come to be regarded as 
one of the greatest blessings this 
country has ever had. We 
were 
going too fast. 
Not only was gov­ 
ernm ent too extravagant, industry 
and finance went completely and 
speculatively 
mad 
in 
the boom 
years. Tile 
future of the United 
States in 
bricks and 
m ortar, 
in 
farm s 
and 
factories, 
in 
copper, 
wreat. cotton, iron and steel, in all 
the thousand and one forms of 
national activity and 
production, 
was discounted and sold in advance, 
sometimes wholesale, and sometimes 
in installm ents. Billions were reck­ 
lessly lent abroad by oud bankers, 
and foreign securities 
now sadly 
shrung in value have been scattered 
over the nation. 
But 
dark 
days 
preceded and dark days followed 
the great battle fought here. Tile 
country did not waver then. 
I do 
not 
think, 
with leadership 
and 
clear-eyed courage, is will waver 
Bow. 
These 
are stirring tim es; | 
they call for the same quality of 
courage to lead and courage to fol­ 
low as Lincoln 
and 
our fathers 
showed in the dark days of t he 
Civil war. They did not take tile 
easy way. 
This, 
my 
fellow-citizens, 
is 
a 
solemn occasion. On this day, be­ 
cause we are met on this historic 
field, we review in our minds the 
struggles and vicissitudes of four 
years of fratricidal strife. 
We see 
Lee’s great army of splendid sol­ 
diers cross the Potomac and bring 
the war home to us, 
We see the 
gallant charge 
of 
Pickett's 
men 
across yonder fields break itself to 
pieces against the Federal forces 
on Cemetery Hill. We recall what 
our heroes, who lie about us, and 
their comrades, most of whom now 
sleep on the peaceful hillsides of 
our broad land, did here and on the 
hundred other battlefields of the 
Civil war. Our hearts are 
full of 
gratitude and reverence. We hear 
again today Lincoln's simple, sol­ 
emn, sublime confession of his dem ­ 
ocratic faith. 
Are we and our representatives 
in state and nation worthy of their 
sacrifice? Shall we of this day and 
generation justify ilia faith? 


cd, called by divine grace, to do this 
one thing. 
T hat entire experience 
of his was the key which opened 
every deep secret th at Paul has il­ 
lum inated for men. All of his uni­ 
versal principles as to the equality 
of m ankind and as to the purposes 
of national life manifestly sprang 
from his mission to others than his 
own 
people. 
His 
conviction 
of 
God's undeserved and unreserved 
grace to him was the evidence of 
the same attitude to all men. 
All 
of history in its divine intentions be­ 
came ever clearer to him. He knew 
himself with his divinely given mes­ 
sage as free from all men. 
The 
message had not been learned from 
men; he did not confer with flesh 
and blood concerning 
it 
nor 
did 
others add anything to his views— 
such statem ents are found in the 
same chapter with our text. 
"From such a realization of his 
freedom he advanced to his pro­ 
found conception of the liberty of 
Christians from every human and 
legal restriction. 
He entered into 
the understanding of the death of 
Christ in its liberating glory break­ 
ing the force of sin and death and 
every other enmity 
against 
man. 
Even his puzzling views of predes­ 
tination developed 
from his con­ 
sciousness of destiny in his own life. 
So I m ight continue through every 
great idea th at gives to Paul his 
enduring force amid humanity, and 
all of them would he found to root 
in this conception of our strange 
text—this conviction of a destiny, 
calling, mission, purpose which con­ 
trolled his life and which he knew 
to be distinctly from God. 
Memorial Day 
"Let us take this theme, so vividly, 
excitingly, powerfully portrayed in 
Paul s adventurous life, 
and 
note 
its 
influence 
elsewhere. 
We 
are 
gathered here at Gettysburg in a 
shrine of American history. Tom or­ 
row is the Memorial Day in our n a ­ 
tional life. 
This year we are cele­ 
brating the W ashington bicenten­ 
nial. We must think of our country. 
Through the courtesy of Professor 
Hefelbower I have seen an early 
copy of his history of our college 
and also some of the addresses de­ 
livered at the establishment of the 
institution. Our nation was at th at 
time but fifty years old and it is 
not 
strange 
that 
Judge 
Blythe, 
speaking 
then, 
should 
strike 
a 
patriotic note. 
W ith prophetic eye 
he indicated the worldwide meaning 
of the United States of America, 
above all in its experience with the 
ideal of liberty, and foretold th at 
in Europe kings would cea.se and 
m onarchies fall, and that even Asia 
would in the end be inspired by our 
example. 
He said that 
we 
are 
‘called by destiny to become the 
founders 
of 
a 
mighty 
empire.’ 
'Called by destiny —once more with 
th a t word we here in America are 
back to Paul’s text. 
America from 
the womb of her existence was call­ 
ed by G ods grace. 
Judge Blythe 
was not alone in such thoughts 
They expressed the spirit of our 
declaration of independence and of 
our constitution. 
T hat word ‘des­ 
tiny’ rings like a theme through the 
words of our statesmen our orators, 
and our poets. 
Do we not hear 
Webster, 'One country, one constitu­ 
tion, one destiny?’ 
I could quote 
to the same effect Washington. Lin­ 
coln. and McKinley; Lodge, King, 
and G rady; W hittier, 
Lowell 
and 
Longfellow. 
"Our national Ideals blaze with 
celestial light, and if 
they 
burn 
truly in our hearts they must burn 
with the fire of God. Our national 
life is secure, amid all dangers and 
sin*, so long as the ideals of n a ­ 
tional life and above all the con­ 
ception of a divine destiny abide 
as a dream in the hearts of our peo­ 
ple 
If that conviction of the tru th 
of ideals and of the reality of a 
destiny ever fades our history will 
soon reach its end. 
As yet they 
continue to exist in the background 
of American thought as a little re ­ 
flection will persuade us. 
The fire 
is however burning very low, and 
frankly there is danger for us, 
It 
is a long time since we have heard 
any statesm an, editorial writer, or 
poet 
refer 
to 
American destiny. 
Ideals, which are concerned with 
pure motives of action, are counted 
of little value. William Allen White, 
that keen Kansas editor, when ask­ 
ed recently his view as to the dom ­ 
inant note in American life today, 
answered quickly und truly 'fear’— 
and fear is iii no way related to 
ideals and to destiny. 
We are be­ 
holding at this moment in our land 
the strange contradiction of wide­ 
spread poverty along with a wide­ 
spread 
plenty 
of 
foodstuff 
and 
clothing stuff, indicating a m oral 
lack as existing somewhere. There 
seems to be also but little sense 
among our legislators of 
a 
re ­ 
sponsibility for other nations. 
We 
are worshiping what somebody has 
called the fuLse gods of speculation, 
lawlessness, corruption, materialism 
and selfishness 
Paul bewailed his 
youth and gloried in his present. 
America needs to turn back to the 
idealism and the conscious destiny 
of her youth.

"We have not finished with our 
theme. We are celebrating the cen­ 
tennial of this institution. 
Many 
speakers have been treating that 
topic, and I turn only to th a t aspect 
of the celebration which harm onises 
with th at theme of our text. 
One 
hundred years ago, as the addresses 
mentioned indicate, it was difficult 
to persuade the American people 
of any need for the general educa­ 
tion of youth in institutions such as 
this one.

I know’ that the pres-

Kinley on a gold 
stardard 
plank. 
McKinley won easily in the elec­ 
toral vote but the popular vote was 
close. 
The ‘ great commoner." lambast­ 
ing “corporate greed" before large 
audiences, hung up a record of 24 
speeches in 24 hours. Even the less 
strenuous 
McKinley, Inaugurating 
the “front porch" campaign style, 
made a total of 214 speeches. 
His 
high m ark for a day was 21. 
Four years before Bryan entered 
so strongly into the national politi­ 
cal picture. “Honest Grover” Cleve­ 
land had emerged from retirement 


to reenter the white house. Cleve­ 
land had been defeated in 1888 by 
Benjamin Harrison, only to stage a 
successful Comeback 
in 
the 
1892 
campaign. 
The tariff issue stood out in 1892, 
and the democratic and republican 
platforms of this year 
may carry 
tariff planks similar to those that 
made "the great issue” then. 
Cleveland, standing on the demo­ 
cratic platform pledging a reduc­ 
tion of the high tariffs enacted dur­ 
ing Harrison's term, defeated H ar­ 
rison who sought re-election as an 
advocate of protection. 
Cleveland found himself in the 
famous depression of 1893. the busi­ 
ness slump being the main front 
page news of the time. 
Cleveland 
stood for gold, but the democras de­ 
cided to back Bryan and silver in 
the 1896 campaign. 
McKinley, tile 
republican's choice, was known as 
the "Napoleon of Tariff" and the 
supported gold. 
Leader of the pre-convention fight 
for McKinley in Illinois was none 
Other than Charles Gates Dawes, 
young business man 
of 
Evanston 
who was later to become the * Hell 
and Maria" director of the budget, 
vice president of the United States 
and ambassador to the court of St. 
James 
Samuel Gompers was just begin­ 
ning to flit his stride as an organizer 
of labor, and lady bicyclists had tool 
kits mounted in silver.

Not only was Bendersville founded 
a century ago but it was also a t th a t 
time th a t mail service was first given 
to th a t borough. 
Form erly, Ben­ 
dersville was known as Wilsonville, 
after George Wilson, Sr., who was 
the .first postm aster. 
Bendersville was actually settled 
in 1811 when it was patented to John 
Sc hi asse r by the state. 
In 1819 the 
patent was secured by John Bender 
but it was not until thirteen years 
later, on November IO, 1832, th a t it 
was founded through the combined 
efforts of Henry, Conrad, M ichael 
and John Bender. 
Gettysburg Divided 
Incorporated 
as a 
borough on 
March IO, 1806, G ettysburg held its 
first borough election the sam e year 
with the entire voting population 
casting their ballots a t the same 
place. 
For tw enty-six years the 
town consisted of but one ward but 
soon its rapid growth dem anded a 
redistricting of voting and finally in 
1832 the borough was divided into 
two wards. 
About Settlers’ Rights 
Ju st two hundred years ago, Ad­ 
ams county was witnessing many 
disputes about settlers* rights and 
land 
questions. 
William 
“M anor of Mask," a reservation he 
had laid out for him self and family 
in Adams county, was separated from 
; Carroll’s tract by a section of dis­ 
puted lands. These lands were sur- 
. veyed in April. 1732, and three years 
i later were patented to Charles, Mary 
and Elinor Carroll. 
“Digges’ Choice" was the title of a 
grant of land one John Digges, an 
Englishman, had received from Lord 
Baltimore. 
This g rant conflicted 
with Penn’s lands in this section of 
the country and were listed as one 
of the "disputed lands". Digges had 


his territory surveyed in 1732, this 
being the earliest survey in the strip 
of disputed lands. 
This tract com­ 
posed w hat is now Germ any and 
Conowago townships. 
Woolen Mill Erected 
Among the old mills in Adams 
county was the woolen mill erected 
by David Beecher in 1832. This mill 
was erected in Beechersville, a small 
ham let about one mile southeast of 
Arendtsville. 
Beechersville 
also 
boasted of a tannery, carding and 
furring mill, and paper mill about 
this time. 
Scare From the Sky 
Nineteen thirty-tw o also marks 
the hundredth 
anniversary of a 
meteoric 
display 
th a t thoroughly 
frightened the m ajority of residents 
of Adams county. In 1832 the heav­ 
ens literally rained stars and it is 
said th a t a prisoner rn the jail, who 
was being held for m urder, was so 
badly frightened th a t he broke loose 
and was never recaptured. 
Thaddeus Stevens, one of G ettys­ 
burg’s m ost illustrious citizens, was 
in the prim e of his life in 1832 and 
at th at tim e conducted a law office 
in Gettysburg. 
T he Hon. Jam es 
Cooper became a student of Stevens 
P enn’s I in 1832 and later became one of the 
country’s leading legal authorities. 
New Wooden Bridge Event 
It was during this same year th at 
the anti-M asonic sentim ent, fanned 
to a blaze by Stevens, reached its 
peak, 
w ith 
the Good Sam aritan 
lodge, No. 200, F. & A. M., sur­ 
rendering its charter. 
This lodge 
was revived in 1860 when its lodge 
num ber was changed to 336. 
A wooden bridge, built for York 
and Adams counties, was erected in 
1832 on L ittle Beaver creek, below 
East Berlin near the old Sm ith mill, 
at a cost of $1,595.

born, and as such she wll In* remem­ 
bered as long as Pennsylvania history 
endures. 
Prof. N . W . M oyer tells u« tliat in 
her case the name "Molly Pitcher 
was given because she carried pitchers 
of water from a well on the battlefield 
of M onm outh to beep her husband’s 
cannon from over heating. 
I liat [(ar­ 
ticular husband’s name was Johann 
Caspar H ays, and prior to the Revolu- 
I ti on he conducted a barber shop in 
j Carlisle and also did some barbering 
during the war. 
He was one of a J 
number of m ilitary barl>ers who en- j 
joyed the distinction of having shaved j 
George W ashington. 
It was the great W ashington him ­ 
self who gave M ary Ludwig tlir rank) 
of sergeant for her unparalleled brav­ 
ery under fire at Monmouth. 
T o the 
last she wore in her cap the Revolu­ 
tionary cockade which George VV ash­ 
ing ton bestowed on her. 
Such a woman deserves a place in 
the Hall of Fame, or in Capitol Hill 
Park, H arrisburg, instead of a rather 
m asculine-looking statue in the obi 
graveyard at Carlisle. 
Those who saw Mary Ludwig re ­ 
membered her through the years of 
her gracefulness and beauty.

At least one writer has ex­ 
pressed the belief th at the tem por­ 
ary check these inexperienced col­ 
lege boys and their equally inexperi­ 
enced comrades in arm s gave to the 
advancing enemy, was a m aterial 
factor in the final result of the 
battle. 
Fateful Battle 
“But they were too few and too 
untrained to stem the approaching 
tide of gray-clad veterans, and soon 
the fateful battle of Gettysburg was 
raging all around where we now 
stand. 
Again these grounds were 
hallowed to service am id the rattle 
of m usketry and the roar of cannon, 
and sanctified by the blood of the 
m en who here rendered th a t service 
th a t which none is greater—they 
gave their lives for their nation and 
their fellow-men. 
The confederate 
forces were repulsed; the union was 
saved; the .stain of hum an slavery 
was wiped from the nation’s es­ 
cutcheon, and its blight lifted from 
the lives and the souls of its m is­ 
taken and misled justifiers. 
"It so happened that this building 
was then devoted to one of the h u ­ 
m ane features—perhaps the only 
hum ane feature—of war and used 
as a hospital for the wounded of 
both sides. We do not have to tu rn 
m any pages in the world’s history to 
come to the time when no such 
m erciful provision was made, or even 
contem plated; nor to come to the 
tim e when the wounded were not 
only uncared for but ruthlessly dis­ 
patched; left to survive by their 
own efforts, or to perish miserably. 
Today there is a hum anitarian sen­ 
tim ent even in preparation for war. 
The idea of ruthless and wholesale 
slaughter no longer exists and the 
underlying purpose is to disable an 
enemy and destroy his potential re­ 
sistance without also destroying his 
life. 
To this end, missiles have 
been developed that will disable but 
not necessarily kill and sentim ent 
developed 
against barbarous 
and 
wantonly destructive weapons. 
TO 
this end also, armies of the civilized 
nations art- equipped with all known 
medical, 
.sanitary 
and 
m erciful 
m eans of safeguarding health and 
saving the lives of the sick and 
wounded, and with ample forces of 
highly trained medical personnel 
to m inister to their needs and corn­ 
ier!. 
Prisoners of war participate 
in this hum ane treatm ent as fully 
as the forces of their captors. 
Human Sympathy 
All this springs from one source 
and only one—the teaching of the 
doctrine of hum an sym pathy by 
Jesus of Nazareth. T hat is the doc­ 
trine th at strongly differentiates the 
C hristian religion from all other 
known moral codes. In no other re­ 
ligion could the parable of the Good 
S am aritan find harmonious setting. 
T hat is the doctrine which caused 
this institution to be established 
and to flourish and th a t is the doc­ 
trine which caused this building to 
be dedicated to a merciful purpose 
am id the din and turmoil of one of 
the world’s most hard fought and 
fateful battles. And th at is the doc­ 
trine which we confidently believe 
will eventualy eliminate war and 
forever still rumors of war. 
“It is entirely fitting, th a t this 
venerable 
building 
should 
be 
so 
marked as to become a memorial to 
that doctrine and an eternal witness 
to that faith; so inscribed th a t it 
shall forever teach the young men 
who come here to qualify themselves 
to serve and lead their fellow men, 
and visitors who look upon it, th at 
the sublimest"of the hum an heart is 
mercy and the divinest precept of 
all tune is the Golden Rule. 
"To this end the war departm ent, 
tliat wants and works for nothing so 
m uch as peace, has provided a tab ­ 
let so inscribed as to tu rn tho 
thoughts of its readers toward mercy 
and hum an sympathy, and I now 
have the privilege and the honor, Dr. 
Hanson, of entrusting the keeping 
and preservation of th at tablet to 
you and to your associates, and suc­ 
cessors for all time."
